MEMORIAL DAY 
FITTINGLY OBSERVED 


FLOWERS WERE STREWN UPON 
GRAVES OF DEPARTED 
COMRADES 

Never was there a more delightful 
day than Monday last, when the most 
sacred of all holidays was observed 
throughout the land, and men and 
women tu hold) memorial 
services and decorate the graves of 
the nation’s dead. But there is a dif- 
ference from a decade ago, when vet- 
erans in solid ranks marched to the 
cemetery and took charge of the cer- 
emonies, for now the boys of ’61 are 
with a few exceptions feeble with 
age and infirmities contracted while 
“tenting on. the old camping ground,” 
and while their patriotism is unim- 
paired, their strength is limited. 

This time ex-service men of the 

world war took charge and paid a 
most beautiful homage to the per- 
servers of the nation, the boys of ’61, 
and also to their dead comrades of 
the later wars, 
_ As their first duty the members of 
Grayling Post left early in the morn- 
ing in autus for Frederic where there 
was one grave that demanded their 
attention, Emerson Terhune,who gave 
his life for his country and his na- 
tive land, succumbing from pneu- 
monia, contracted while in camp at 
Camp Custer. There was a large 
gathering of. citizens of Frederic at 
this, Frederie’s first Memorial Day 
service. 

The members of the Post returned 
to Grayling and got ready to do like 
honor for those who sleep in Elm- 
wood cemetery.

This small area, chopped off from 
Canada and surrounded on three sides 
by the waters of the Lake of the 
Woods, belongs to the United States, 
Disregarding Alaska, It is the north- 
ernmost land of the Americ-n republic. 

No map shows any town or village 
in the remote and isolated region, It 
appears merely as a trackless forest 
wilderness. 

Now it is indicated that there fs a 
village in this forgotten enclave, for @ 
post office has been established at Pe 
nasse, and a weekly mall service is 
maintained. During the winter the 
service will be by horse and sleigh 
across the ice of the luke.

Old Goldie led the whole as- 
sociation, With an anuual production 
of anpreximately 9,800 pounds of. milk 
and 526 pounds of fat, and an income 
over cost of feed amounting to $267, 
in spite of the fact that when the 
test started she had already gone 
three months since freshening. The 
amusing part of Goldie’s record ts 
that her owner tried to sell her just 
before she went on test, for $75. Six 
months later he refused $275 for her. 

The whole herd of which Goldie 
was a part averaged over 360 pornds 
of fat for the year. In contrast with 
this was another herd of 87 cows in 
the same association, which had been 
reputed to be the best fn that part of 
the state. Yet 14 of these were sold 
during the year as unprofitable, and 
it seemed likely that more of them 
would be. 

Similar stories come from other 
states, The dairy division has been 
giving a great deal of time to the 
extension of cow-testing associations 
throughout the country, and there are 
now nearly 500 associations {n various 
states, 

The man who joins a cow-testing as- 
soctation never runs the risk of selling 
a $200 milk producer for $80 because 
her appearance ts poor, .or of wast- 
ing his feedstuffs and work on @ good- 
for-nothing cow because she looks ike 
a good milker. 

It is both profitable and practicable 
to know for a certainty the worth of 
a caw by weighing her milk. A man 
in gs cow-testing associaticno has the 
milk of every cow weighed and tested 
once a month, from which It Is easy to 
calculate the total for a year. He 
saves the trounte of doing it himself 
by having the cow tester do it. The 
tester also weighs the feed, and fig- 
ures out the cost of the milk. so that 
at the end of a year the owner of a 
herd of cows knows exactly what each 
one has given, what she has eaten, 
and how much Income over cost of 
feed she has brought him. 


HELP DEVELOPMENT OF CALF 


To Keep Them Growing Rapldly Fur- 
nish Plenty of Good Hay—lt 
Aids Digestive System.

eomes not from a foreign country but 
from our own Aluska. 
Within a single generation, “Cupid” 


and “Vixen” and “Comet and 
“Prancer," those  semi-mythological 
companions of ruddy Saint Nick 
which spring into action with the 


very first remembered syllables of the 
famous Christnpas poem, have become 
the staple live stock for the Far North- 
west of the American continent, San- 
ta Claus may use a motor truck or 
even an airplane in making his city 
deliveries, but In Alaska the reindeer 
is coming into its uwn. 

In Europe and Asia the retndeer was 
domesticated in prehistoric times, Not 
so in America, where this species of 
the deer family, the Cervidue, were 
known as caribou, and are still so 
known, to distinguish them from the 
domesticated and imported animal. 

The first importation, consisting of 
only 162 reindeer, was landed at Teller, 


Alaska, on Independence day, T802. 
During that year and the decade fol- 
lowing, 1.178 more were linpurted from 


Siberia and landed on the shores of 
Port Clarence bay. The reindeer itn- 
ported from Norway in 1888 were all 


years the increase has been more than 
tvo hundred fold. 

Although the Alaskan reindeer in- 
dustry ts stil in tts fafaney, it is rap- 
idly becoming firmly established, The 
reindeer is not, however, highly pro- 
lific. The female deer ‘usually gives 


likely to die. 
Reasons for Rapid increase. 
The rapid jucrease is due to two 
facts: One is the remerkalle hardi- 
hood of the fawns, which only a few 
hours after birth are strong and fleet 


of foot. The contrast between the 
self-reliant relndeer fuwn and the 
weak, knobby-kneed colt or calf is 


striking and has much to do with the 
tendency of reindeer herds to increase 
rapidly in spite of a low birth rate. 
As the social worker would say, the 
infant mortality is slight. 

The other factor in the rapid tn- 
crease, and an jlNustration of the fact 
that early fecundity is not entirely a 
tropical trait, is the remarkable fact 
that yearling reindeer frequently re- 
produce. 

The reindeer has heen aptly named. 
Of all ungulate, ruminant, and gregar- 
fous animals, it is one of the most 
particular in the selection of its food. 
It pastures during the Summer on 
tender mosses, lichens, mushrooms, 
algue, and grasses. Its typical home 
is Lapland. In the Lapp tongue the 
word “refno” mens pasturage, so that 
the word “reindeer” means an animal 
that pastures. During the long winter 
the deer subsist entirely upon moss, 
which abounds on the vast tundras 
and hills of Alaska, so that the deer- 
man has almost unlimited grazing 
land for his herds, 

Plenty of Moss for Food. 

It hos been estimated that there 
are 200,000 square miles of this dry, 
coral-like moss in Alaska—enough 
grazing land for 5.000.000 deer. This 
class of pasturage Is suitable for no 
other animal except, it may be, the 
musk-ox; hence these thousands of 
square miles of Arctic Alaska, were 
it not for the reindeer, would prove 
practically valueless and could not 
be permanently inhabited. 

There is only one drawback to this 
Inevitably the reindeer

From the outset the deer thrived, 
and as the number jnerensed, other j 
herds were formed from the mother 
herd at Teller.

It is believed, however, that if salt 
can be supplied in sufficient quantity 
inland, nnd if the deer can be taken 
to the hills, where land breezes will 
serve the same purpose as the sea 
winds in blowing away the mosqui- 
toes, fhe animals can be persuaded 
to overcome their inbred instinct for 
a seaside excursion in summer. 

Eskimos Own Most of Them. 

Eskimos own approximately 70 per 
cent of all the deer in Alaska, and 
the bureau of education has been 
much handicapped by the smallness 
of the $5,000 annual appropriation 
granted in recent years to care for 
the industry, instruct herders, and 
supervision over 
herds which cover a stretch of ter- 
ritory more than a thousand miles in 
extent 

Of late years the industry has been 
taken up by a number of white men 
aS a private enterprise. No objection 
to their entering the reindeer fietd 
has been raised on the part of gov- 
ernment officials, as the development 
of outside markets for reindeer meat, 
skins, and by-products will thereby 
be promoted; but, in order to pro- 
tect the Eskimo, a rule has been es- 
female deer may aot 
be purchased from the natives. 

A number of Lapps, originally em- 
ployed by the government to teach the 
Eskimos the oecupation of herding, 
were permitted to borrow not to ex- 
ceed 100 deer each. In five years 
they were to return a like number, 
keeping the increase. From one such 
Joun in 1901 a count of 800 was made 
in 1908. During that year 800 animals 
were equally divided into two herds, 
one of which now numbers not less 
than 10,000, 

The meat of the dear is not “gamy” 
and yet there is a sugcestion of ven- 
json in its flavor. It has been aptly 
described as having the juiciness of 
beef and the delicacy and tenderness 
ef venison. The animal jis butchered 
by modern methods. after which the 
careass is frozen with the hide on 
und shipped to distributing points in 
the states, principally Seattle and 
Minnenpoiis, There it is kept in cold 
storage upul sold for food. 

Female deer are seldom killed. Of 
the males a certain number ure set 
aside for breeding purposes and the 
rest are fattened as steers, The av- 
erage life of a deer is about 15 years, 
but steers ure butchered when three 
years old. : 

Came} of the Arctic Region. 

The reindeer has been called the 
camel of the Far North, It serves as 
a beast of burden, and is to the no- 
mad of the forth what the camel is 
1o the nomad of the southern desert. 
Like unto its southern “brother” that 
“lives on its hump,” the reindeer 
draws on Its supply of fat in times 
of want. For tong-distance travel the 
Eskimo prefers the reindeer to dogs, 
as the former finds its own feed; not 
so the dogs. 

Surprising records have been made 
in long-distance travel and also in 
speed tests. Indeed, for short dis- 
tances, the deer can outrun the dog 
or horse, 

The usual rate of travel on long- 
distance excursions should be from 
25 to 85 miles a day, if the welfare 
of the deer is considered. Even then

The 
fastest time ever made in the speed- 
way races was but twenty hundredths 
of a miles faster per hour, this mark 
being made by DePalma in 1915.

INCOME TAX UNDER DISCUSSION

This was supplemented with 
information to every newspuper ib re- 
gard to where every disabled man 
should report to receive compensation, 
yocationa! tralning and medical treat- 
ment, 

When an unexpected number of 
veterans enlisted for vocational train- 
ing. Mr. Vernon appealed to 20,000 
business men to place the men in their 
establishments. The merchants and 
manufacturers responded with a good 
will apd all the vocational students: 
were placed to good advantage.

It 
neither tries to roar with a Hun’s heart, 
nor win a woman's—dquite different 
from the pomaded mustaches of Pots- 
dam, Its manners are quiet; {ts mem- 
ory is excellent; its emotions are 
strong, ard it is prepared to roll al 
the refractory elements in one bundle 
and hang them on one hook.

Old soldiers of 
all ages and a}i Jands are prone to 
harp on one string, but the tramp of 
the Legion is in time and tine with 
all the chords of throbbing life.

National Capital Mourns Loss of 
‘ One of Her Best!toved Men in 
Pubile Affairs, 


Washington. — Edward Douglas 
White, chief justice of the Supreme 


Court of the United States, died here | 


early in the morning of May 19. The 
Chief Justice did not arouse from the 
coma fhto which he sank a two days 
previous, following an operation for 
bladder trouble. 

Mre. White and two nieces, Miss 
Anne Montgomery and Miss Mary 
Broussard, were at his bedside when 
the end came.” A Catholic priest also 
was present, the Rev. Fr. 8. J. Cree- 
don, of Georgetown Univresity. 

Funeral services were conducted 
Saturday morning at St. Mathew’s 
Church and interment took place in 
Oakwood cemetery. The death of 
the veteran Chief Justice cast a 
shadow of sorrow over the capital and 
officials of the nation turned out to 
pay their last respects to one who 
during his long years of service on 
the supreme bench, had grown in the 
admiration and esteem of the entire 
community. 

The chief justice, who was 76 years 
old, had enjoyed rugged health up to 
the time he was forced to submit to 
the recent operation for bladder 
trouble, and his record of attendance 
on the supreme bench was traditional. 

Born in Louisiana and serving the 
Confederate Army in the campaign 
of the Civil War, he became a na- 
tional figure in 1891, on his election 
to the United States Senate. He serv- 
ed there only three years, however, 
President Cleveland appointing hint 
to the Supreme Court in 1894. He 
was made Chief Justice in 1910 by 
President Taft, who disregarded the 
custom regarding the selection of 
justice from his own party, and it was 


Justice White who administered the | 
oath of office to Woodrow Wilson and { 


President Harding. 
Mr. White's first opinions on the 
bench indicated that he was a strong 


adherent of the school of Chief Jus-f 


tice Marshall. 
The hope of the republic, he insist- 
ed at every opportunity, lay in the su- 


preme power of the Federal Govern- |i 


ment to control its affairs, and hia 


dissenting opinions to any decision || 


which seemed to him to have the 
least tendency toward undermining 
that power are cited by lawyers and 
court attendants as masterpieces of 
logic and eloquence.
